2 BRITONS DIE 
IN ARAB SCRAP 


Many 
Others 
Reported 
to 
Have Lost Lives When 
Troops Are Ambushed. 


Jerusalem, June 23 (AP).—Two 
British soldiers and ten Arabs were 
Killed Sunday afternoon in a battle 
near Tulkarem 
when the soldiers 
were ambushed by an Arab band. 
(The Palcor agency reported from 
Jerusalem th at between twenty and 
forty Arabs were slain in addi­ 
tion to the soldiers.) 
One of the British dead was Ser­ 
geant Henry Sills, the other a pri­ 
vate. 
A British convoy of troops were 
rolling along the Haifa-Tel 
Aviv 
road at Anabta with a fleet 
of 
trucks when the 
Arab attack oc­ 
curred. 
Sills fell early in the fighting and 
a number 
of Arabs 
dragged his 
body with them into a cave. 
The 
British bombed the cave and the 
Arabs sought shelter elsewhere. 
British planes and reinforcements 
of troops 
were called 
into action 
from Tulkarem. Until they arrived 
the Arabs were holding their own 
in the fighting. 
Three of the planes were nicked 
by Arab bullets. 
The battle began at ll in the 
morning 
and 
lasted 
until 
dusk 
when the raiders retired to the 
hills. 
Planes Take Part 
Three battalions of troops And 
four planes took part in the en­ 
counter, the most serious since re­ 
bellion flared in Palestine. 
Tile Arabs held the British at 
bay until the arrival of the planes. 
Machine gun fire from the planes 
split the frenzied raiders into two 
sections. 
Tile troops were then 
ai le to encircle and rout them. 
As soon 
as 
the 
fighting had 
ceased 
the 
planes 
landed 
and 
picked up the British wounded and 
rlashed them to a hospital.

STRIKERS KILL 
PLANT GUARD 


Portsmouth, Ohio. June 23 IAP).— 
Blazing gunfire killed a company 
guard and wounded four men in 
fierce rioting today at the strike- 
closed 
Portsmouth works of 
the 
Wheeling steel corporation. 
Set off by an attem pt of the com­ 
pany to move food into one of its 
picket-besieged plants, bullets raked 
three blocks along West street in 
New Boston, location of the corpora­ 
tion’s giant plant, endangering wom­ 
en and children. 
Sheriff Arthur Oakes read the 
riot act and ordered the streets of 
New Boston, two miles east, cleared 
He said about 75 strikers and sym­ 
pathizers engaged a dozen company 
guards in the brief, but intent, gun 
fight in which between 200 and 300 
shots were fired—the first major 
outbreak of violence since a strike 
closed the plant May 22. 
George Meyers, about 38, a com­ 
pany guard, was killed. 
Tile sheriff declared the shooting 
was premeditated and that residents 
in the vicinity of where me company 
tried to transport the food, by using 
a locomotive hauling a flatcar, had 
been warned to get out of danger. 
When the locomotive, manned by 
company guards, started across West 
street it was met by a stream of bul­ 
lets from pistols and rifles. 
Oakes asserted the guards were 
ambushed by gunmen hidden in a 
string of empty box cars on a sid­ 
ing.
